WARREN, Ohio, June 23.—() 
Three explosions, reported as 
giant firecrackers or fireworks

pogation’s picketed Warren mill. 


C. RB. Wheeler, assistant plant 
manager, said no damage was 
caused. The explosives went off 
in a pile of flue dust on the 
plant’s Mahoning river border, 
he said.

National guardsmen with fixed 
bayonets at Warren, Ohio, dispers- 
ed a crowd of CIO steel strikers 
last night as tension heightened 
along the mill valley front amid 
CIO forecasts of a general strike 
in Trumbull county. 

CIO leaders claimed thousands 
of workers were joining in a gen- 
eral sympathy strike—in protest 
against a picket-restraining court 
order—which they said would 
“paralyze” the 120,000 population 
of Trumbull county today. 

Plan Operations. 

By contrast, officials of the 
Packard Electric and Warren Tool 
companies, two of several concerns 
at which CIO leaders claimed em- 
ployes had voted to strike, said 
they planned to carry on normal 
operations. 

The union protest also was aim- 
ed against the movement of non- 
strikers in and out of the Republic 
steel plant under protection of na- 
tional guard rifles and machine 
guns. 

The guardsmen were ordered 
into the Mahoning valley by Gov- 
ernor Martin L..Davey Tuesday. 

Stirs Apprehension. 

Coupled with the ClO-an- 
mounced general strike, a state- 
ement by John McKeown, CIO or- 
ganizer, that “a march by 50,000 
union men from other cities might 
be called to protest alleged dis- 
crimination against steel strikers, 
stirred apprehension among au- 
thorities last night.

plans for leaving Bandoeng toda 
cannot be carried out, as K. L LM. 
engineers and mechanics pleaded 
for two hours more to complete 
their work, so we now plan to hop 
off sometime after midnight, try- 
ing to reach Darwin by nightfall. 

The delay at Bandoeng is well 
worth while, as only here, along 
the whole route, could fine instru- 
ment work be accomplished, as 
the Dutch use many American 
planes and accessories, and are 
excellent mechanics. 

While they were busy, my sight- 
seeing extended itself to the 
neighboring city of Batavia, by 
scheduled air line. Batavia is 20 
minutes from Bandoeng, but by 
car more than three hours. We 
drove there to see the country in- 
timately and flew back to gain 
perspective.

SENATE APPROVES 
ARMY SUPPLY BILL 


$663,000,000MeasureCalls 
for Expenditure of $33,- 


The $663,000,000 War Department 
supply bill, which appropriates 
$33,756,561 for the purchase of new 
airplanes and funds to maintain a 
standing army of 165,000, was 
passed by the senate today and 
sent to conference with the house. 

Before the final vote, Repub- 
licans joined Democrats in defeat- 
ing by an overwhelming vote an 
amendment by Senator Lynn J. 
Frazier, Republican, North Dakota, 
which would have denied funds to 
colleges which have compulsory 
military training. The vote on the 
Frazier amendment: was 55 to 15. 
Nine Democrats, three Republicans, 
one Progressive and one Farmer- 
Laborite joined with Frazier in 
support of the amendment. 

The bills passed by the senate 
today is $52,000,000 over budget 
estimates and exceeds the appro- 
priation voted in the house by $53,- 
000,000. It is $84,500,000 above 
the 1937 appropriation. 

Nearly one-third of the appro- 
priation, a total of $246,000,000 is 
allocated for expenditure on rivers, 
harbors and flood control work; 
$417,000,000 is for military pur- 


poses,

was “undoubtedly huge.” 

Assets such as securities, estates, 
farms and patents are transferred 
from the individuals to their hold- 
ing companies, the official declar- 
ed.

EARLE URGES F.D.R 
FOR THIRD TERM 


Pennsylvania Governor 
Says He Has No Personal 
Desire for Presidency. 


WASHINGTON, J une 23.—(7) 
A declaration by Governor George 
H, Earle, of Pennsylvania, for the 
re-election of President Roosevelt 
in 1940 produced a political sen- 
sation in the capital today. 

Earle, who called out troops in 
the steel strike a few days ago, 
told newsmen he was getting tired 
of reports that his actions were 
due to a personal desire for the 
presidency. 

“Between the third-term prece- 
dent and the welfare of the coun- 
try,” he asked, “can any patriotic 
citizen hesitate as to what course 
he will take? I am for Franklin 
D. Roosevelt for president in 1940, 
unqualifiedly and finally.” 

Some members of congress 
agreed with Earle’s added asser- 
tion that there are no men in the 
Democratic or any other party 
who reach “knee-high in stature” 
to the President, but others took 
sharp issue. 

Senator Burke, Democrat, Ne- 
braska, a leading opponent of the 
Roosevelt bill to reorganize the su- 
preme court, observed that “many 
precedents have been broken of 
late but this one (the precedent 
established by George Washington 
against a third term for presi- 
dents) will not be broken.”

Jim Kimbrell will resume service 
of a life sentence at Milledgeville 
as soon as he is brought back from 
Durant, Okla., where he was being 
held yesterday ‘after 24 years of 
freedom following an escape from 
the Georgia state prison farm, At- 
lanta prison officials said yester- 
day. 


Kimbrell, long known in Durant} 


as James Early King, who had be- 
come prosperous as a farmer there, 
was identified as the Georgia 
chaingang escape Monday after an 
arrest on a drunkenness charge. 

He made his escape from the 
state prison farm on March 8, 1913, 
after serving only three months of 
a life sentence from Newton coun- 
ty following the slaying of Frank 
McCart in Covington in 1911. 

Deputy Dudley J. Adams has 
been designated to go to Oklahoma 
for the prisoner, officials said, but 
has not yet left on the mission. 

The killing that led to his trial 
was almost forgotten by Newton 
county officials, but Kimbrell told 
the officers who arrested him it 
arose from an altercation, and that 
McCart was drinking. 

Kimbrell told officers in Durant 
of going first to Broken Bow, 
Okla., where he was joined later 
by his wife and 10 children from 
Georgia. When his children began 
writing friends back in Georgia, 
however, he feared detection -and 
left his family to go to Ruel, Texas, 
they quoted him as relating. — 

There, he said, he married Pear! 
Hix and became the.father of six 
more children. Then, 14 years ago, 
he moved to a farm six miles south 
of Durant, where he has lived 
since. He said he didn’t know 
where his original family was and 


RAL PENSION ACT 
PASSES IN SENATE 


o $120 a- Month for 
Workers Sent to F:D.R. 


WASHINGTON, June 23.—(?) 


The senate approved and sent to 
the White House today a bill to 
revise the retirement law covering 
the nation’s 1,150,000 railway 
workers. 

The bill, the Wagner - Crosser 
railroad retirement bill, « which 
won house approval earlier this 
week, passed the senate without 
a record vote. 

Drafted in conformity with an 
agreement between class one roads 
and the 21 principal railway un- 
ions, the measure provides pen 
sions up to $120 a month for em- 
ployes retired because of age or 
disability. 

The employes are specifically 
excluded from benefits of the so- 
cial security act. 

The agreement, reached in Feb- 
ruary on suggestion of President 
Roosevelt, settled litigation that 
tied up operation of a 1935 retire- 
ment act. A 1934 act had been held 
unconstitutional. 

The cost of the annuities, esti- 
mated at $118,250,000 in 1938, will 
be provided by taxes shared equal- 
ly by the roads and their employes 
starting at 5 1-2 per cent and in- 
creasing in 12 years to 7 1-2 per 
cent.

Alternative methods of raising 
the revenue, he pointed out, were 
through a luxury tax—on soft 
drinks and other selected items— 
or a general sales tax. 

Either of the taxes, he said, 
would start an immediate flow of 
cash into the state’s treasury, and 
could be made to produce a high 
income. 

The mixture of talk over sales 
and liquor taxes brought up anew 
House Speaker Roy VV. Harris’ 
floor statement it was either a tax 
on liquor or a sales or gross re- 
ceipts tax if the state’s program 
was to be financed. 

Course Interrupted. 
General discussion of the intan- 
gible levy proposed for the July 
session brought out several han- 
dicaps to this course. 

The new law, to be effective, 
would have to be of such a strin- 
gent nature as to force return of 
property. 

Being a new law, it would re- 
quire quite some time for prepara- 
tion, and would necessitate exten- 
sive study of the ability of various 
classes of property to bear taxa- 
tion without being driven into hid- 
ing or from the state. 

The revenue to be derived could 
not be determined until experience 
with the law enacted. 

Chairman Spivey indicated these 
and other questions were upper- 
most in the minds of those charg- 
ed with recommending action on 
the proposed July session.

WATERMELON CROP 


MOVING NORTHWARD 


Even Larger Shipments Still 
Expected From South 
Georgia Points. 


THOMASVILLE, Ga., June 23. 
(P)—Georgia watermelons, a $1,- 
638,000 crop last year, were head- 
ing northward today in heavily 
loaded freight cars, but the largest 
shipments are still in prospect. 

Most of the melons produced in 
Georgia, ranked as the “big shot” 
state of the industry, will go to 
the east, particularly New York, 
which is the southeast’s most im- 
portant market. 

The melon distributors’ associa- 
tion reported recently Georgia 
shipments decreased 27 per cent 
last year, but additional acreage 
planted this year may result in 
larger shipments. 

Late Shipping Season. 

Increased activity for the two 
weeks’ late shipping season was 
reported in Thomasville, Albany, 
Boston, Valdosta and Moultrie. 

Thomas County Agent P. H. 
Ward, predicting shipments from 
the county will total about 2,000 
to 2,300 carloads, said about 20 
per cent more acreage was planted 
this year than last year. 

A 15 per cent increase in ship- 
ments from Dougherty county and 
vicinity was forecast by County 
Agent J. C. Richardson, First 
shipments are expected to move 
next week, he said, and from Val- 
dosta came reports that the peak 
of the shipping season will be 
reached about July 4. 

From Macon came a report the 
middle Georgia crop is late and a 
prediction of a shortage for the 
heavy July 4 demand. 


“Fair Crop” Expected. 


In Colquitt, weather conditions 
were eyed hopefully as observers 
forecast a “fair crop” and reported 
shipment of three cars from the 
Norman Park section. 

At Albany, Thad Huckabee, 
manager of the Watermelon Con- 
trol Committee, today issued 
warning to Georgia growers and 
shippers against shipping and load- 
ing green and immature water- 
melons. 

“The watermelon market up to 
the present time ‘has maintained 
the highest average price in a 
number of years, but the persistent 
shipping of immature watermelons 
and pink watermelons will surely 
— the market,‘ Huckabee 
said. 


PEACH SHIPMENTS 
FAR BELOW LAST YEAR 

MACON, Ga., June 23.—(4)— 
The Bureau of Markets today re- 
ported 1937 peach shipments con- 
siderably behind last year. 

The latest report of the bureau 
showed 591 cars shipped compared 
with 1,440 at the same time last 
year. 

Peak movement of the Early 
Rose variety was practically over 
today, but shipments are expected 
to continue into next week. Hileys 
and Carmans start moving within 
a few days. 


TRUCK GROWERS 
IN BETTER CONDITION 

GLENNVILLE, Ga., June 23.— 
(P)—C. W. Kicklichter, executive 
vice esident of the Glennville 
bank, #today said farmers who 
grew truck crops this spring are 
in better financial condition than 
in a number of years. 

Farmers still have about a sixth 
of the tomato crop in the fields. 
Tomatoes this year have already 
brought farmers approximately 
$50,000.

Action Must Be More Than Mere Drive for Epidemic Dis- 
ease Prevention, He Tells Institute in Athens; 
Others Call for War on Malaria. 


ATHENS, Ga., June 23.—(4)— 
Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, director of 


the Georgia Public Health Depart- 
ment, declared today, “the health 
program for the future must be 
more than an epidemic disease 
prevention program.” 

He addressed a session of the 
University of Georgia Institute of 
pulic health on “Public Health and 
Future Generations.” 

The director said the program 


lof the future “must take into con- 


sideration a large group of people 
with low incomes and poor educa- 
tional equipment.” 

To reach the lower income 
groups, “services must be on an 
individual basis,” he said. “Wheth- 
er we like it or not, the trend of 
the time is away from indivdual 
to collective services.” 

The doctor also said “we must 
include eugenics in our future pro- 
gram... . such a program would 
protect millions yet unborn.” 

Health in Schools. 

Dr. M. D. Collins, state superin- 
tendent of schools, said he favored 
“a curriculum with health as the 
main objective.” 

Dr. C. O. Rainey, of Camilla, 
citing “significant” changes under 
way in the social concept of pub- 
lic health, said he believed “citi- 
zens are beginning to realize” an 
effective public health program is 
“a major factor” in promoting 
economic, social and personal se- 
curity. 

He also noted the “dawning of 
the “idea” that it is advantageous 
financially to have a health pro- 
gram capable of preventing “dis- 
ease and death.” 

Malaria Problem. 

Dr. T. H. D. Griffiths, senior 
surgeon, United States Public 
Health Service, Savannah, termed 
malaria “a preventable, rural dis- 
ease,” and emphasized the need 
for eliminating it since it is most 
prevalent in the state’s “chief in- 
dustry (agriculture).” 

Malaria control and the forma- 
tion of county health units 
throughout Georgia to combat the 
disease were discussed by Dr. Guy 
Lunsford, of Atlanta, director of 
county health work in the State 
Department of Public Health, who 
said “the wisdom of such action 
is established.” 

Typhoid Death Rate. 


“In Georgia, the death rate for

$450,000,000 for Stabilizing 
Franc Is Virtually Ex- 
hausted, Says Paris. 
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- PARIS, June 23. —(#) — The 
new People’s Front «government 
with its gold defense fund almost 
gone, tonight trimmed its sail to 
the storm that irove out the cabi- 
net of Leon Blum. 

Premier Camille Chautemps, 
with Blum in his cabinet, was ex- 
phcted to seek only limited powers 
from parliament instead of the 
virtual financial dictatorship that 
Blum asked and was denied by a 
hostile senate. 

Severity of the financial situa- 
tion was indicated by disclosure 
that the  10,000,000,000 - franc 
($450,000,000) fund was almost 
gone when che Chautemps gov- 
ernment took office. 

To Tackle Problem Today. 

The cabinet, including 23 mem- 
bers of the old government, will 
hold its “irst meeting tomorrow to 
begin its attempt to solve the fi- 
nancial tangle. 

Final decisions of policy, how- 
ever, were expected to await ar- 
rival of the new finance minister, 
Georges Bonnet, who was hurry- 
ing to Paris from his post as 
French ambassador in Washing- 


ton. 

It was believed that Bonnet, 
fresh from talks with President 
Roosevelt, would preserve the tri- 
partite monetary agreement with 
the United States and Great Brit- 
ain and would avoic any abrupt 
devaluation or stabilization. 

Task Complicated. 

His task was complicated, how- 
ever, by the fact the stabilization 
fund, with which France co-op- 
erated in working toward a stable 
international currency, was all but

MANY NEVER 
SUSPECT CAUSE 
OF BACKACHES 


Moderate Course of Action Seen © 


For Premier Chautemps’ Cabinet 


Internationally Known Journalist Declares the French 
‘New Deal’ Program of Leon Blum Is 
Being Liquidated. 


The personality, political views 
and probable policies of France’s 
new premier, Camille Chautemps, 
are analyzed here by an internatton- 
ally known journalist who has inter- 
viewed both M. Chautemps and ex- 
Premier Leon Blum. He _ spends 
much of his time in France, about 
which he has written extensively in 
books and magazine articles. His 
latest books are “Millions of Dicta- 
tors,” which deals with the problems 
of the average man in France and 
other European countries; “The New 
Deal in Europe,” “The Cauldron 
Boils,” and “Hitler.”

NEW YORK, June 23.—“The 
French new deal” is being liqui- 
dated. Camille Chautemps, 52- 
year-old radical Socialist leader, 
has taken the place of Lean Blum, 
Socialist leader, who headed the 
government of France for more 
than a year. French radical Social- 
ists, are, of course, less radical 
than the Socialists, and the new 
prime minister is known in the 
Paris chamber of deputies as “the 
conciliator.” He has the reputation 
of being able to put across his 
ideas without creating bad blood. 

Probably more than any other 
members of his party. Chautemps 
is typical of a party of small bour- 
geois, comprising shopkeepers, ar- 
tisans, farmers and white collar 
workers. He has politics in his 
blood. His father was a minister 
of the French republic and his 
uncle was a distinguished senator. 
Camille Chautempts was still in 
his early twenties when he began 
his political career as the mayor 
of the city of Tours. 

Saving Habit Rooted. 

Chautemps believes that the 
French capitalist has not yet out- 
lived his usefulness, even though 
capitalism may be on the down- 
grade. He knows that the saving 


habit is so deeply rooted even in 
radical Frenchmen that, although 
they may oppose capital in theory, 
they like to have it in practice. He 
also knows that the little capitalist 
of France has a deep-seated sus- 
picion of the big capitalist. Hence 
the new premier will adjust his 
policy to the desires of the rank 
and file represented in the left 
half of the chamber. 


Blum realized that he could not 
accomplish anything more by stay- 
ing in power. He could have re- 
tained his place by fighting for it 
in the senate, which overthrew his 
cabinet early Monday morning, 
but he preferred to yield. He may 
even have refused to bow to the 
adverse verdict of the senate, as 
many of his predecessors did, on 
the ground that the upper cham- 
ber is not representative of the 
people’s will, not being elected by 
popular suffrage. “The arrogation 
of power by the senate” is in some 
French circles as great an issue as 
the supreme court controversy is 
ir the United States. 

Chautemps could have been 
kept from power by Blum, whose 
prestige is undiminished. Many of 
Blum’s followers insisted that he 
should do so. Instead of that, it 
was he who prevailed upon his 
followers to accept the new ar- 
rangement. Obviously, the agree- 
ment is for Chautemps to consoli- 
date the gains of the Blum gov- 
ernment, such as the forty-hour 
week, minimum wages, paid vaca- 
tions, social legislation, public 
works on a large scale, monetary 
accord with the United States and 
Great Britain, state support of 
farmers and wine-growers, disso- 
lution of semi-Fascistic groups, 
left-wing co-operation in the pop- 
ular front, virtual alliance with 
England in diplomatic matters and 
neutrality in Spain. 

Two Important Facts. 

The policy of the Chautemps 

government can be clearly seen 


in two important facts: Vincent 
Auriol leaves the finance ministry 
for the department of justice, and 
his place is taken by Georges 
Bonnet, who is leaving the United 
States tonight, where he has been 
ambassador of France since Febru- 
ary. The new head of French fi- 
nances is known as a moderate, 
who seems to be acceptable to the 
powers that have French economic 
life under their control. Auriol 
was a brilliant minister, but he 
was suspected, because of his So- 
cialist background. 

The other significant fact is the 
retention of Yvon Delbos’ as min- 
ister of foreign affairs, in spite of 
extremist pressure to have him 
ousted. Delbos has turned out to 
be a cautious statesman, who has 
known how to safeguard the in- 
terests of peace in the Spanish 
crisis, despite his personal sym- 
pathy for the cause of the Valencia 
government. He would have no 
use for a Hitler-Mussolini-Franco 
government in Spain, but the al- 
ternative of an international war 
he would like even less. Unless 
forced into a trary course by 
the Fascist powers, he will keep 
France to a policy of neutrality. 


BOMBERS LEAVE TODAY

An experiment in traffic 
lights will be inaugurated in At- 
lanta, Mayor Hartsfield and 
Dewey L. Johnson, city electri- 
cian, announeed yesterday. 

Johnson and the mayor agreed 
to try out the “push button con- 
trol” traffic light on Ponce de 
Leon avenue ig front of Sears, 
Roebuck & Company with a 
view of installing similar lights 
in front of schools if it proves 
successful.

(P)—Ransom Simmons, pictur- 
esque former negro slave who 
was’ said to have been a body 
servant to General Wade Hamp- 
ton during the War Between the 
States, died here today at the age, 
according to his claim, of 104. 

Ransom was a_ well-known

He had a greeting for every 
passer-by and the nickels and 
dimes he collected from them sus- 
tained him during the last years 
of his life.

THE ARMY OF HEALTH ORGANIZES 

There is now under way in Georgia a move- 
ment which may easily result in greater ulti- 
mate benefits to the people of the state than 
many more publicized efforts for their welfare. 
It is the increased activity for better public 
health. : 

Under the leadership of the State Depart- 
ment of Health, and with the enthusiastic co- 
Operation of county and city health units, a 
determined drive is being pushed for improve- 
ment in sanitation, disease control and vital 
statistic information that will be reflected in 
future conservation of human, social and eco- 
nomic values. 

Fulton county and the city of Atlanta are 
co-operating with the State Health Department 
in a factual survey of local health activities, 
to be conducted by the United States Public 
Health Service. This will result in better co- 
ordination of the health departments of the 
three governmental units, elimination of over- 
lapping functions, and finer results for the 
time, money and effort expended. 

The State Department of Health is provid- 
ing special college training for the personnel 
of its various divisions. Medical officers, sani- 
tary engineers and technicians have recently 
completed special courses in some of the finest 
training institutions in the country. 

Particular emphasis is being laid on the work 
against several widespread diseases which exact 
fearful toll of sickness, disability and death in 
Georgia annually. Notable among these are 
malaria, tuberculosis and syphilis. It is essen- 
tial, for any successful war against these mod- 
ern plagues, that there be the fullest co-opera- 
tion between all agencies of government. 

Syphilis, in particular, cannot be controlled 
without the united effort of health authorities, 
local law enforcement agencies and the penal 
institutions. It is a disease which causes greater 
loss to the state, annually, than any other, with 
the possible exception of malaria. Efforts to 
lessen its ravages or to stamp it out entirely 
are useless unless there is a systematic cam- 
paign to search out and remove sources of in- 
fection. 

It is a disease which may be spread through 
almost every form of human contact. The in- 
nocent suffer as well as as the reckless. One 
‘person infected may ignorantly and indirectly 
cause the infection of dozens of others, both 
adults and children. 

_ Every movement for more efficient co-oper- 
ation between the units in the armies of health 
and for better training of the officers who lead 
the campaign against disease, means happier 
and more worthy lives for Georgia citizens of

AIR RIGHTS AT THE VIADUCTS 

At the instruction of Governor Rivers, a 
friendly suit will be instituted by the state to 
determine its rights in connection with the pro- 
posed construction of stores above the state- 
owned railroad property and facing on the via- 
ducts that span that property. 

The proposal to erect a group of such stores 
on the west side of the Whitehall street viaduct 
has precipitated this action. Conflicting legal 
opinions as to the state’s rights in such devel- 
opment make necessary a definite decision by 
the courts, 

Construction of store units on the viaducts 
is the first step toward closing of the railroad 
gash which now inflicts a smoky scar across the 
face of downtown Atlanta. Elimination of the 
grime-creating, unsightly blemish is vitally im- 
portant to the city’s development. Retail stores 
to face the viaducts will have high rental value. 

At the same time the state, owner of the 
railroad property in question, has a vital in- 
terest in any such development. Every interest 
of the state must be protected. The property 
is too valuable, too great an asset to Georgia, 
to permit any sacrifice of its worth. 

If the state’s title carries with it rights to 
the air spaces above the railroad tracks, it 
should be definitely determined. If, on the 
other hand, it is shown that the building of 
such stores or, even, the complete covering over 
of the property, will not reduce its value, the 
state will undoubtedly welcome an improvement 
which means so much to Atlanta and the pride 
of Atlantans in their city. 

A friendly suit, such as the Governor pro- 
poses, is the only proper way to answer the 
problem. It should be immediately instituted 
and pushed to final decision without unneces- 


sary delay. 


POLICE SHOULD PROTECT, NOT IMPERIL 

On Tuesday afternoon at 5:30 o’clock, the 
hour when automobile traffic is at its peak, 
motorcycle policemen chased a liquor car in a 
section of the city always crowded with home- 
going motorists at that time of the day.

H. Marchman, an Atlantan businessman, today 
lies in the hospital with concussion of the 
brain and other injuries. 

Regulations were issued months ago forbid- 
ding police chases of suspected liquor or lot- 
tery cars inside the city limits, where the wild 
pursuits endanger the lives of all citizens. The 
authorities should make careful investigation of 
the circumstances surrounding this incident of 
Tuesday. There must be no resumption of a 
police practice that endangers the lives of every 
person on the public streets. 

The duty of the police is to safeguard citi- 
zens, not to endanger their lives and their prop- 
erty. In the North avenue happening, a small 
amount of whisky was found in the pursued 
car after the wreck. Such a capture is insig- 
nificant compared to the injury suffered by a 
law-abiding citizen. 

There is no possible justification for reck- 
less disregard of public safety in order to catch 
a suspected criminal. Certainly misdemeanor 
suspects should be run down in some other way 
than to cause serious injury, as in this case, 
to a citizen. 

The Tuesday accident demonstrates the dan- 
ger of police pursuits of suspected cars on the 
city streets and should serve as warning that 
there must be no resumption of the forbid- 
den practice.

The certificates they have received will be 
of continuing value to themselves and to the 
city, for the boy who has received such recog- 
nition is given inspiration to continue his work 
for safety all through life.

According to reports from Nanking, General 
Yang Fu-cheng, co-leader of the Sian mutiny 
last year, has been given $1,000,000 in Chinese 
money and told to take a trip around the world. 
Yang, one of those who held Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek prisoner for 13 days last December, is 
said to have a commission from Chiang to in- 
vestigate military and economic conditions in the 
United States and Europe. But it is understood 
that Chiang neither expects nor desires reports 
from the traveler who plans to sail late in June 
for Los Angeles on the first stage of his journey. 

All this sounds very much as if Yang were 
being sent on a ride, instead of being taken for 
one. Somewhere on his way around the world 
it may just be possible that Yang will find a 
place that looks as if it might be healthier for 
him than his native land. Well supplied with 
funds for “traveling expenses and pocket money,”

Nor will such justice be ob- 
tained until the basic impression 
is removed that the Wagner labor 
relations act is being used as a 
means for reinforcing a certain 
kind of labor organization, and at 
the same time laying the founda- 
tions of a new political party.

The issue has nothing to do with 
whether or not Mr. Lewis is right 
in his conception of what is the 
best form of labor organization. 
The issue is democracy versus co- 
ercion. The issue is whether we 
are to have justice administered 
in the field of industrial relations 
in harmony with the Bill of 
Rights, or whether we are to have 
justice interpreted arbitrarily, the 
way it is interpreted under all the 
dictatorships. As long as the ad- 
ministration acts as the agent of 
the CIO we shall have the second 
kind of justice. And as long as it 
so acts, it will do no real good 
to appoint an impartial commis- 
sion.

All along the line we are getting 
very strange interpretations of 
what constitutes democratic rule. 
The repeated assertion of the ad- 
ministration and its apologists that 
it “has a mandate” is typical. It 
is the same interpretation of dem- 
ocratic rule that the CIO has now 
taken over. By hook or by crook, 
through the democratic instru- 
ment or by coercion, one gets ma- 
jority. One then uses the power 
that that majority gives to de- 
stroy the minority and make it 
impossible for the minority ever 
again to become the majority. One 
administers all policies with this 
purpose in mind, has the law in- 
terpreted by one’s own partisans, 
from the supreme court down to 
the Labor Relations Board, and 
thus establishes oneself in perpe- 
tuity.

Tattnall Prisoners, 
The Old and the New. 


The purchase of a magnificent 
new prison for the state in Tatt- 
nall county revives memories of a 
visit paid that unit of Georgia 
some 10 or 12 years ago. 

It was in the summer and the 
legislative committee charged with 
the duty of inspecting the state’s 
prisons decided to make a tour, 
unwarned, of some of the chain 
gangs and county prison camps in 
south Georgia. At the time there 
was considerable agitation against 
alleged inhumane methods of pun- 
ishment used in some of the 
camps. Governor Tom Hardwick, 
the year before, had forbidden the 
use of the lash to punish refrac- 
tory convicts and stories were be- 
ing whispered around of brutali- 
ties invented by some wardens 
and guards to replace the strap. 

So the committee decided to 
take a quick trip around, without 
forewarning to any camp that they 
were coming. And, representing 
The Constitution, I went along. 

Incidentally, we had a most en- 
joyable week’s trip and, with thor- 
oughly congenial companions and 
a good car it was a delightful ex- 
perience that will always fill a 
pleasant niche in memory. 


Prison Camps 
Not Bad at All. 


Most of the prison camps we 
visited were beyond criticism. 
There were, true, some stocks and 
other punishment implements a 
little medieval, but on the whole 
the convicts didn’t seem to be la- 
boring under terrible abuse. Those 
who behaved themselves appar- 
ently were well treated while 
those who didn’t probably got 
about what they deserved. 

One county camp—I’ve forgot- 
ten which county, but it’s way 
down in south Georgia, near if not 
on the Florida line—we reached 
just at the noon dinner hour. We 
sat down with the men in stripes 
and ate the same food, out of the 
same pots, that was served them. 
It was one of the most appetizing 
and grandest open air meals I ever 
consumed, 

I recall white biscuits, hot and 
big and fluffy. I can still taste 
the delicious country style sau- 
sage. In long links, you remem- 
ber, don’t you? And fresh Geor- 
gia cane syrup to pour over the 
biscuits better than any I’ve been 
able to find since. And I’ve a 
weakness for good Georgia cane 
syrup. 


Tattnall, Though, 
Was Different. 

The camp in Tattnall county 
was different, though. The silent 
atmosphere of the place was like 
another universe. It was sullen, 
resentful, evilly brooding. Every 
man was weighed down, heavily, 
with shackles and chains and the 
guards stood, guns on arm, alert- 
ly, every moment. 

They were driving piles for the 
foundation of a wooden bridge on 
a dirt road, spanning a little 
stream. The men were working 
knee deep in water and they toil- 
ed without a word, like driven 
animals. 

I was glad to get away from the 
Tattnall camp. 

Later came the explanation. The 
prisoners, by natural course of 


selection, sent to Tattnall were the 


toughest and worst and hardest to 
haridle in all the state. Why? Be- 
cause the warden there was known 
to be the toughest and hardest 
warden in the state. To such a 
warden the hardest prisoners nat- 
urally gravitate. 

You see, when a new prisoner 
is first assigned, he is probably 
sent to such a pleasant place as 
that described above, in the south 
Georgia camp with its biscuits and 
country sausage and cane syrup. 
If he is naturally intractable and 
shows, by his behavior, he doesn’t 
appreciate the kindnesses extend- 
ed, a tenderhearted warden, as 
the man in charge of such a camp 
is apt to be, won’t keep him. He 
asks the state priscn commission 
to transfer him. 

After one or two such request- 
ed transfers, the prison board dis- 
covers he is a bad actor. So they 
send him somewhere where he’ll 
find the type of warden best fit- 
ted to cope with bad actors. Such 
as the Tattnall county camp of a 
decade ago. 


Again, Tattnall 
Gets the Tough Guys. 


Now, with the new prison, Tatt- 
nall county once again will get 
the bad boys. But this time they'll 
be in a modern penitentiary, pre- 
vented from outbreak or escape 
with the most perfect ideas man 
has been able to contrive. 


They'll be behind guarded walls 
and electrically charged fences. 
They’ll live in modern cells with 
bars impregnable to the file. And 
they’ll learn it isn’t so easy to be- 
come a “fugitive from Tattnall” as 
it has been, in the past, to become 
a “fugitive from a Georgia chain 
gang.”

Champion is  rtieay June 
World Champ heavy weight 
champion is champion of the world 
with the small, but very confus- 
ing exception of Max Schmeling, 
the official state gladiator of Nazi 
Germany. Mr. Schmeling knocked 
out Louis in 12 rounds a year ago 
and public opinion may either re- 
gard him as champion or create 
for him some special title to ac- 
knowledge his superior rank. 

The situation is not exactly new 
in the prize fight business as there 
have been many champions in 
various classes who had previous- 
ly been beaten by other fighters 
whom they preferred to ignore 
after winning their titles. The dif- 
ference in the present case is that 
Schmeling has been taken up of- 
ficially by Adolf Hitler and little 
Joe Goebbels, the state minister of 
propaganda who suddenly apopre- 
ciated his character only after he 
had beaten Louis in New York. 
Up to that time they had ignored 
him and, so far as official recogni- 
tion was concerned, had distinctly 
disowned him for he had previous- 
ly been knocked out by Max Baer. 

The defeat was bad enough for 
a patriot aspiring to wear the in- 
signia of the spinning pinwheel on 
his bathrobe and to dunk pretzels 
with Herr Hitler at official bear 
nights in Berlin, but the Jewish- 
ness of Mr. Baer was a tremendous 
humiliation to the reich. Then, 
too, when Schmeling came over to 
fight Louis the American sport 
journalists and Herr Hitler, him- 
self, thought he would be soundly 
beaten for he had shown nothing 
to indicate otherwise. Herr Hitler 
and little Joe Goebbels wanted no 
part of a man who had been 
knocked out by a Jewish person 
and who seemed pretty sure to be 
flattened by a colored party, so 
they withheld recognition of 
Schmeling until the returns 
were in.

Narrow Eyes covered that he 
was a pure Aryan, although Herr 
Schmeling, pointing to his high 
cheek bones, narrow eyes and 
coarse, dark hair, once told your 
correspondent that he thought he 
might have an ancient Mongol 
strain in his make-up. Hitler and 
little Joe also learned that Schmel- 
ing was a fine example for the 
Nazi youth and he was taken up 
in a formal way by the politicians 
of Berlin. 

Now the Nazi government may 
even resort to diplomatic usage to 
compel the American public and 
press to acknowledge Schmeling 
as a champion, for the reich is 
the first state in the world so hard 
put for honors as to regard the 
title as a valuable national asset. 
Though the championship has 
been almost monopolized by 
American prizefighters from the 
time of the first recognized cham- 
pion, John L. Sullivan, Washing- 
ton always has regarded the cham- 
pions as private operators and the 
title itself as a private and not 
too distinguished honor. 

However, if Schmeling’s victory 
over Louis is to be insisted upon, 
a similar though somewhat less 
pressing argument could be made 
against his claim on the ground 
that he never did revoke the 
knockout he suffered at the hands 
of Mr. Baer. It goes into involve- 
ments, and deep thought and calm 
counsel will be required to avert 
international complications. Un- 
fortunately the state department 
has no acknowledged experts on 
the matter of prize fight succes- 
sion, tradition and law, but no 
doubt many well informed authori- 
ties can be recruited from Cauli- 
flower alley who would be glad 
to serve for the stipend of an un- 
der-secretary plus the regulation 
equipment of striped pants and 
sugarscoop coat.

Most of the 
correspondence deals with the ex- 
change of war materials, but as 
Mr. Philip,’ correspondent of the 
New York Times in Paris adds, it 
is clear that the Russian generals 
could not have carried on this cor- 
respondence and these negotiations 
without the knowledge, and even 
the consent, of their government. 
As a matter of fact, it is perfectly 
obvious now, that. Tukhatcheffsky 
and his colleagues in entertaining 
a liaison with the Reichswehr, act- 
ed upon specific instructions from 
Stalin himself. This was broadly

And as was stated then: the rea-| 
son for the secret trial and exe- 
cution of those eight commanders 
was that if @ver their dealings 
With the Reich should become 
public property, Stalin would be 
utterly discredited in the eyes of 
the world revolutionary move- 
ment. For it was Stalin who ac- 
cused Trotsky of the heinous 
crime of having dickered with 
Germany. He set the Communist 
press all over the world howling 
against “the traitor, the vile dog, 
the counter-revolutionary scoun- 
drel Leon Trotsky.” The very hys- 
teria in the tone of the accusation 
showed that there was something 
wrong with it. 


Stalin, the Traitor. 
Now it is established that Stalin 


was the traitor, not only to Russia 
but also to France.

Are Jews permitted to eat all 


animals that chew the cud? 


No. They are permitted to eat 
only animals that chew the cud 
and have the hoof cloven in two 
parts. 

It is not sufficient that an ani- 
mal possess only one of the quali- 
fications. It is not enough that it 
chew the cud or have the hoof 
cloven in two parts. It is abso- 
lutely required by the Jewish die- 
tary law that it must possess both 
qualifications before that animal 
is considered a clean animal in ac- 
cordance with the Jewish dietary 
laws or can be permitted to be eat- 
en by those who observe those 
laws. 

The Pentateuch lists four ani- 


mals that possess the one and not 


the other and specifically forbids 
their ~usé “as articles of food. . 

The camel, the hare and the rock 
badger, even. though they chew 
the cud, do not have the hoof clo- 
ven in two parts and hence are 
designated as unclean. 

“And the swine because he part- 
eth the hoof and is cloven-footed 
but cheweth not the cud he is un- 
clean unto you.” Leviticus 11; 
Deuteronomy 14. 

Accordingly those who observe 
strictly the Jewish dietary laws, 
eat the meat of no animals except 
those that chew the cud and have 
the hoof cloven in two parts.

SECURITY PAYMENT 
GIVEN 117 IN STATE 


Lump-Sum and Death Claims 
Only Are Being Paid 


by Government. 


One hundred and _ seventeen 
claims for lump-sum and death 
payments under the national so- 
cial security act had been filed 
in Georgia through yesterday, it 
was announced at Atlanta offices 
of the Social Security Board. 

The announcement indicated 
that, through May 31, a total of 
5,390 claims had been filed 
throughout the country, of ‘Which 
45.2 per cent were death claims. 

Joseph R. Murphy, manager of 
the Atlanta field office, said 22 
claims were filed in Georgia last 
week and nine more this week. 

It also was reported that out of 
all claims filed in the United 
States, only 43 have been disal- 
lowed. 

“Until January 1, 1942, the only 
claims that are payable are 
those involving lump-sum and 
death payments, amounting to 
3 1-2 per cent of total wages re- 
ceived from covered employment,” 
Murphy said. 

“After that date, the major pro- 
gram of monthly benefits to qual- 
ified workers in commerce and in- 
dustry will begin. Benefits are 
based on wages received for serv- 
ices in covered employment from 
the beginning of 1937 to age 65, 
and the wage record in the work- 
er’s social security account will be 
used as important evidence in de- 
termining benefits.” 


RULING BY YEQMANS 
GUIS STATE PLANS 


Loss of Chain Store Taxes 
Curtails Eleemosynary 
Building. 


A ruling issued yesterday by 
Attorney General M. J. Youmans 
may sharply curtail building plans 
for the state eleemosynary institu- 
tions. 

He held that all income from 
the state chain store tax would 
have to constitute a part of the 
regular appropriation to these in- 
situtions and not go to them in ad- 
diion to this regular allocation. 

Officials, under the impression 

income from the chain store taxes 
would be in addition to the 
$2,000,000 provided by the legisla- 
tive appropriation, had planned to 
use the entire income from that 
source for new buildings. 
Director Lamar Murdaugh, of 
the welfare department, said a 
special fund of $30,000 will be 
available for erecting a cold stor- 
age plant at the Milledgeville hos- 
pital and that the cost of install- 
ing new kitchens and dining rooms 
at the same institution will be 
paid partly from the appropriation 
available July 1. 

The attorney general’s ruling 
caused abandonment of plans for 
a general building program, he 
said.

College Park To Decide on 
Governmental Form. 


Approximately 1,200 College 
Park residents are registered for 
next Tuesday’s referendum on the 
proposal to adopt city commission 
form government for the munici- 
pality, G. W. Harris, College Park 
mayor, estimated yesterday. 

Registration closed Monday. 

Three polling places, one in each 
of the wards, will be open from 7 
o’clock in the morning until 7 at 
night, with Mrs. Charles Center, 
Miss Elva Crenshaw and G. P. 
Wright as managers. 

At present the city is governed 
by a mayor and six councilmen. 
The proposed new setup would 
establish in their place a commis- 
sion of three members, one from 
each ward, one of whom will serve 
as mayor, and would place the 
-operation of the municipality in 
the hands of a city manager to be 
designated by the commission.

Educating people on the impor- 


tance of preserving their forests is 
not enough unless there goes wi 
the education a character and a 
vision to overlook immediate in- 
terests in favor of. long ones. The 
newspapers of the south, keen as 
they are for development of a 
southern newsprint industry with 
pine for its raw material, have 
been unanimous nevertheless in 
stress upon protection of the pine 
forests of the south. Many of them 
have insisted that the protection 
requires new and “strict laws 
against so-called clear-cutting, and 
it seems to this column that the 
time has come for all of them to 
take this position, and for the for- 
estry officials of the states and the 
federal government to back them 
up in it. Paper making in the 
south is becoming a tremendous 
thing. To make sure that it be a 
triumphant rather than a tragic 
thing, forest preservation meas- 
ures comparable in scope to its 
own scope are necessary. 
* ” 


A paper industry tends to de- 
stroy pine forests as a lumber one 
does not. The paper-makers of 
the south are enlightened men, 
for the most part, and in their own 
and the south’s interests are un- 
doubtedly anxious to maintain 
proper cutting practices. But like 
all competitors, they are bound by 
what some outlaw among them 
does and by the cost advantage he 
obtains. Admitting that there are 
too many laws on too many sub- 
jects already, as Dr. Herty told us 
the other day in opposing addi- 
tional state forestry laws, the 
preservation of great natural re- 
sources is so obviously and tradi- 
tionally a subject for law mak- 
ing that we do not see how anyone 
can object to it. And no natural 
resource is more precious to the 
south now than its pine. 

* * « 


Another element to be consid- 
ered in determination against de- 
struction of our southern forests 
is the price paid by the paper 
makers for pine. From many 
quarters there come to this col- 
umn complaints of a price so low 
that it encourages careless and 
wasteful cutting practices. One 
thing that has brought the paper 
industry south, of course, is the 
naturally lower cost of timber, but 
this is a matter of degree, and a 
cost too low to make good cutting 
practice worth while or to repre- 
sent any adequate return for own- 
ers, is hardly to be called natural.

The second most important eco- 
nomic job for the south today is 
the development of its great nat- 
ural resources. .The very first job, 
however, is the preservation of 
these resources against exploita- 
tion and waste. In the case of 
paper making it should not be 
difficult to serve both jobs beau- 
tifully. As an economic proposi- 
tion it is possible to make paper 
here, we are well advised, with 
fair prices paid for timber and 
sound conservation practices, and 
still have a great advantage in 
cost over paper makers elsewhere.

Therefore those who, in the pub- 
lic interest, insist upon such prices

If the peace board has a well- 
defined course of action worked 
out, its members have kept it se- 
cret. So far, Charles P. Taft, 
chairman, has insisted that board 
is working on a day-to-day basis, 
with the results of each confer- 
ence determining what should be 
done at the next one. 


Steel executives stood unflinch- 
ingly in their refusal to sign on the 
dotted line with John L. Lewis’ 
CIO, and there was not the faint- 
est indication that the CIO gen- 
eralissimo would yield an inch. 

The seven-state strike front, 
where more than 100,000 men 
have been set idle in the “show- 
down” clash between Lewis and 
the four independent steel compa- 
nies—Republic, Bethlehem, Inland 
Steel and Youngstown Sheet.& 
Tube—developed a new “hot spot” 
at Warren yesterday. 


Smouldering for three days— 
since Judge Lynn B- Griffith 
granted Republic an injunction re- 
straining picket activities—the 
steel strikers’ resentment boiled to 
thesurface yesterday morning when 
the newly-arrived national guards- 
men escorted non-strikers from 
the Republic plant* where they 
have been besieged since May 26. 

Swiftly CIO leaders sent out 
amergency calls to 28 union locals. 
The leaders claimed that the sym- 
pathy movement involving, they 
said, both CIO and AFL workers 
would make “15,000 men idle in 
Warren today. 


The unionists, they said, are em- 
ployed in 12 industrial plants and 
include steel, telephone, electrical 
and WPA workers. 


Arrest of 6 Ordered. 


Meanwhile, in another move in 
the many-angled strike controver- 
sy, United States Commissioner W. 
J. Taub issued warrants at Akron, 
Ohio, for the arrest of six men 
charged with “interference with 
United States mails.” 

President Roosevelt himself kept 
in almost constant telephonic com- 
munication with principals in the 
dispute. 

Four representatives of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board ar- 
rived in Ohio to _ investigate 
charges filed on June 18 by the 
CIO against the steel companies. 

The charges included alleged 
discrimination in the discharge of 
union employes, the use of “armed 
thugs and gunmen” in strike- 
breaking activities, and alleged 
“collusion” with county’ authori- 
ties to interfere with picketing. 

Freight Movements Resumed. 

Freight movements at Warren, 
halted by strikers for the past 10 
days, were resumed at the Repub- 
lic Steel plant under the protec- 
tion of the national guard troops.

Judge Saylor said the girl admit- 
ted seeing Irvin with Bowlin and 
Noe here last night. 

Judge Saylor declared Irvin 
‘“‘was taken for a ride and killed.” 
Lee found Irvin’s body slumped 
over the steering wheel of an au- 
tomobile on a mountain road, Ir- 
vin had been shot three times.

Hamburgers, Clothes, Gangsters 
Intrigue English Visitor to City 


Learning the difference between 
a hamburger and a hot dog fur- 
nished a major gastronomic thrill 
for Miss Mary Lake,-of England. 
who is visiting Atlanta, she con- 
fessed yesterday as she expressed 
a variety of opinions on things 
American. 

Miss Lake, a young waman who 
hails from Essex county, is on her 
first visit to “the States” and is 
the guest of Miss Effie Butner, of 
Wieuca road; 

“I’d always thought that ham- 
burgers and hot dogs were alike,” 
said Miss Lake in an _ interview. 
“But since arriving in Atianta, I’ve 
learned they are quite different.” 
And then, she added, enthusias- 
tically, “Hamburgers are the most 
delicious food’ I’ve ever tasted.” 

Praises Women’s Looks. 

Miss Lake expressed equal en- 
thusiasm for American women 
also. She thinks they dress ex- 
tremely well and that they top 
their English sisters in poise, per- 
sonality and general attractive- 
ness. 

“Wealthy women in England 
have beautiful clothes, but here 
every woman looks as though she 
were rich. I am constantly being 
impressed with the chic with 
which they wear their clothes,’ 
she said. 

“American women are famous 
for their art in makeup, and, 
since visiting here, I can see why 
they have the reputation for being 
the best madeup women in the 
world. Every girl one sees looks— 
well, just beautiful.” 

Continuing on the subject of 
American women, Miss Lake com- 
pared them with the gardens of 
England, saying: 

“The gardens of England are 
more beautiful than in America, 
but the women here wear clothes 
that remind me of beautiful gar- 
dens. The materials and colors of 
their dresses are nearer to the 
loveliness of flowers than any- 
thing I can think of.” 

Likes Southern Cooking. 

As for American food,, Miss 
Lake likes southern cooking, and 
revealed that ‘she didn’t know the 
names of half the things she’g eat- 
en here.” 

However, their tastes meet with 
her approval. American food is 
much richer than English, she ob- 
served, with more seasoning, 
cream ‘and dressing. 

On the obverse side of the 
American picture, Miss Lake, al- 
though fascinated by American 
shops, believes women clerks in 
stores in this country are not on 
a par with women clerks in Eng- 
lish stores. 

“Here, the clerks are so differ- 
ent that one almost has to say, 
‘Please let me buy this,’ ” she 
said, “while in Britain, clerks are 
so insistent that one almost has to 
say, ‘Please don’t make me buy 
this,’ to not get waited on.” 

Would Meet “Gangster.” 

Miss Lake plans to remain in 
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}the United States until August. 
Following her visit here, she will 
spend several weeks in New York. 
During her stay, she said she 
hopes to meet—casually, of course 
—‘a real American gangster.” 
(Miss Butner has promiséd her 
a ride in a police car, as part of 
her Atlanta adventure.) 

“And when I get home,” she 
concluded, “I hope to have the 
answers to the two questions most 
frequently asked me by Ameri- 
cans: ‘What is the population of 
London? and what is the price of 
gasoline in England?’ ” 

Incidentally, coming over, Miss 
Lake discovered she was the only 
passenger on an American boat 
who knew the words of “The Star 
Spangled Banner,” while most o 
the Americans knew the word 
of “God Save the King.”

No gloves were used in early 
baseball games. Players had to 
catch batted and thrown balls in 
their bare hands. Often 


| hands or fingers were “burned” 


by fast balls. In 1875, a Boston 
ball player named Charles Waite 
put a flesh-colored glove on his 
left hand. He was ashamed to 
use it, because he thought people 
would call him a “sissie.” They 
did make jokes about his “soft 
hands.” 


A. G. Spalding, a pitcher, later 
put on a kid glove, cutting the 
back of it away “to let the air 
in.” This did not help enough, 
so he put a thin pad inside the 
glove, covering the palm of his 
hand. Still later came the well- 
padded glove which was called 
“the pillow mitt.” 


The wire mask to protect the 
catcher was invented about 65 
years ago. A baseball-playing doc- 
tor was a pioneer in using it, and 
a newspaper account tells us, “The 
players ‘guyed’ him for wearing 
it. They said it was ‘babyish’ and ' 
cowardly to wear a protection to 
the face.” Present-day catchers 
are not afraid of being called 
“babies.” In addition to masks, 
they often wear chest-protectors 
and shin guards. 


At an early date, it was learned 
that a pitcher could throw a ball 
so it would curve before crossing 
the plate. For years after the dis- 
covery, there were debates as te 
whether the wind was the only 
thing which could make a ball 
curve, but the players knew the 
curves were made by the spinning 
motion ‘of the ball. 

Christy Mathewson and Walter 
J ohnson are two of the famous 
pitchers in baseball history. Math- 
ewson won many games for the 
New York Giants by pitching his 
“fade-away” drop. This curving 
ball was a puzzle to batters, and 
many of them were struck out.

PNEUMONIA. 


In an article published recent- 


ly, “The Natural Way to Breathe” 
we showed how lowering of the 
vital capacity, shallow breathing, 
and not chilling, accounts for the 
frequency of pneumonia or other 
pulmonary complications follow- 
ing major operations, whether the 
surgery is done under ether or 
other inhalation anesthesia or un- 
der local or spinal anesthesia. 
Many measurements with the spi- 
rometer (which measures the 
quantity of air breathed) have in-, 
dicated that the vital capacity is 
lowered from 30 to 50 per cent for 
a few days following a major op- 
eration, especially an abdominal 
_ Ordinarily an adult 
breathing quietly inhales and ex- 
hales a pint of air at each respi- 
ration. Cut down this average air 
intake from one-third to one-half, 
and bear in mind that only one- 
fifth of the volume of the air is 
oxygen, and one may readily im- 
agine that lowered vital capacity 
might have far-reaching effects on 
health and life. 

Collapse (atelactasis) of por- 
tions of the lungs is more likely to 
occur when the vital ‘capacity is 
lowered. Collapse of the air-cells 
of the lungs, rather than filling 
with water, is the cause of death 
in drowning, where the victim 
gets a Jittle water in the nose or 
mouth in the first fright and 
struggle, inducing spasmodic tight- 
ening or closing of the glottis or 
entrance to the windpipe, so that 
the violent efforts to inhale air 
produce negative pressure within 
the chest, and collapse of the lung. 

Belly breathing exercise and in- 
halation of carboxygen from an 
inhalator—a mixture of carbon 
dioxide, from 7 to 10 per cent 
with oxygen—is one of the best 
preventive measures against pneu- 
monia in any circumstance where 
pneumonia or other pulmonary 
complications is likely to occur. 

Of course, all I know is what I 
hear real doctors say, but I sin- 
cerely believe that the regular 
practice of belly breathing, espe- 
cially six belly inflations on retir- 
ing and six on waking in the 
morning, is a good prophylactic 
against pneumonia. 

Medicines of the sedative or 
narcotic class, too often taken by 
laymen for relief of cough, are, in 
my opinion, a contributing cause 
of pneumonia. Such drugs benumb 
the cough reflex, favor retention 
of viscid or tenacious mucus in the 
bronchial tube, and this may serve 
as a plug which gives rise to a 
small area of collapse or atelac- 
tasis of lung. The collapsed airless 
lung tissue is more vulnerable to 
pneumocci than is a normally 
functioning lung. Again, suppres- 
sion of cough by such means im- 
pairs a natural means of defense 
—for the natural purpose of 
coughing is to expel something for- 
eign or irritating. Finally, cough 
dope tends to lower the vital ca- 
pacity still further. 

Finally I believe but do not 
know that exposure of the naked 
skin to ultraviolet light, mid-day 
sunlight, is a prophylactic against 
pneumonia. and other respiratory 
infections, if for any reason one 
cannot absorb ultraviolet (which 
produces vitamin D) in the skin, 
then one requires an adequate 
daily ration of vitamin D internal- 
ly. in one form or another.

Fast reducing causes wrinkles! 
No woman over 30 should slim 
down faster than two pounds per 
week; no woman over 40 should 
attempt to reduce faster than one 
pouna per week. As time goes 
on, the skin loses in elasticity; and 
in reducing for beauty, the loss of 
subcutaneous tissue must keep 
pace with skin contraction. _ 

Fat does not magically disap- 
pear, leaving the skin smooth and 
firm, so you must guard against 
the sudden loss of pounds. With 
a gain or loss in weight, the skin 
expands or contracts. There is no 
limit, it seems, to the amount you 
can stretch your skin in a grad- 
ual weight gain. You can also 
shrink it back to perfect size, pro- 
vided you do it gradually. With 
an abrupt loss in weight, the skin 
is unable to contract, and wrin- 
kles are the result. 

Excessive overweight unduly 
stretches the skin—which is the 
reason you rarely see an extreme 
overweight with wrinkles. Great 
caution must be exercised to avoid 
wrinkling when this weight is lost, 
for an overly-stretched skin is like 
an overly-stretched rubber band. 


It has lost its elasticity. 


Exercise Tones the Skin. 


You must time your reducing 
program for skin contractility. 
The first week or so, you may lose 
five to six pounds without en- 
dangering your appearance. By 
itself this first loss is not enough 
to affect the skin. After that first 
two weeks, however, slow down 
to five or six pounds per month— 
for beauty’s sake. It is possible 
to lose as much as 50 pounds a 
year without adding a wrinkle, 
provided you are willing to pay 
the price of consistent exercise, 
protective diet, massage and reg- 
ularity in sleeping hours. The 
faster you reduce, the more pre- 
cautions you must take. The sys- 
tem is subjected to a physiological 
strain on such a drastic program, 
and you must enlist all health and 
beauty measures. 

A slow weight loss gives your 
skin an even chance, but the real 
trick in reducing is to replace the 
subcutaneous fat with well-toned 
muscle tissue. Exercise while you 
reduce, to come out without a 
wrinkle. The cosmetic value of 
exercise is superior to anything 
ever invented. Regular activity 
tones the skin and muscles, im- 
proves circulation, and increases 
skin lasticity. Any measure that 
gives vigor to the bedy beautifies 
the skin. 

Lastly, when you reduce, rap- 
idly. you are quite likely to lose 
in the wrong places. With fast 
reducing, the weight is prone to 
come off the face and throat, giv- 


ing age a chance to score heavily. 
th slow reducing and corrective 


exercise, the fat is removed from 
waist, hips and abdomen, protect- 
ing your face against the loss. 

Gradual weight loss with regu- 
larity in exercise every step of the 
way is the secret of skin adjust- 
ment to new measurements.

The general strike call came too 
late to be felt by the market, while 
the muddled European develop- 
ments took on gravity as the day 
progressed. 

Action of the market was, on 
the whole, encouraging to those 
traders who contend that the lows 
for the current movement already 
have been witnessed. Under the 
good leadership of United States 
Steel common, which moved up 
more than 3 points for the session, 
prices in all sections except the 
utility group moved moderately 
higher. 

The buying in big steel largely 
was predicated on the belief that 
labor news would take a favorable 
turn and might be the spark need- 
ed to set off a recovery move- 
ment. 

Coppers also were in favor on a 
general strengthening in metal 
markets abroad. Utilities lagged, 
but met no real pressure. Mer- 
chandising shares and specialties 
were firm. Rails met scattered 
buying and oils were firm. Trad- 
ing expanded slightly to 550,000 
shares, against 530,000 shares yes- 
terday, mainly through fairly ac- 
tive first and final hours. 

Opinion was divided on the gen- 
eral strike call. While most trad- 
ers believed that nervous selling 
might be inspired by the develop- 
ment. few looked for a sizeable re- 


action in view of the fact that 


unfavorsdle labor news of the past 
week had failed to bring any real 
selling into stocks. 

Indicative of the somewhat im- 
proved sentiment in the Street 
early today, a break of more than 
4 points in Western Union to a 
new low for the year failed to un- 
settle other sections of the list.
